Temporal  Prosperity 
As  to  SPECULATION,  as  the  woril  is  used  it 
the  more  popular  nioilo  it  seems  to  consist  ii 
making  investments  In  laud  or  oilier  property, with 
the  exportation  of  large  profits  accruing  from  tire 
rise  of  it,  hut  which  rise  must  depend  on  contin¬ 
gencies.  And  accompanying  file,  investment  i> 
an  extravagant  expectation — a  greediness  of  gain  : 
so  that  modern  speculation  is  equivalent  to  the 
scriptural  phrase,  “  malting  haste  to  he  '  ”

That  this  is  sadly  imprudent, 
ordinary  observation,  and  I  Tin 
sages  of  scripture.  Alt  itilic 
ten  hasti'y  at  the  beginning,  1 
shall  not  bu  blessed."  “  lie  that  hastuth 
rich,  hath  hu  evil  eye,  mid  cunsitleruth  not  that 
poverty  shall  come  upon  him.”  The  sudden 
.  ursvg  of  fortune  which  so  often  take  place  among 
those  who  spucnlate  in  this  mode,  ara  a  confirma¬ 
tion  of  these  divine  declarations:  “They  that  will 
bo  rich  fall  into  temptations  and  n  snare,  and  intrj 
many  foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  which  druxvu  men 
in  destruction  and  perdition.” 

There  is,  however,  another  s|>cri*s  of  specula¬ 
tion,  which  it  is  worst,  than  imprudent  to  engage 
i*>.  This  may  he  called  n  MONOPOLIZING, or 
forestalling  speculation  ;  such  as  buying  up  large 
quantities  ot  any  thing — as  flour, corn,  xve  1  " 

the  very  purpose  of  raising  the  market, 
getting  a  price  that  necessity  will  compel 
give.  This  is  no  better  than  public  robbery,  and 
ought  to  lie  frowned  oil  indignantly  by  every  goof 
citizen.  Besides  that  it  is  an  indictable  offence  a 
common  law,  those  who  arc  guilty  of  it,  even  ot 
n  moderate  scale,  have  entered  on  n  course  that 
will  probably  end  in  their  ruin.  “  He  that  op 
pressalh  the  pool,  to  inerryse  In  riches,  shall 
surely  come  to  want.”  “  This  the  heritage  of  op¬ 
pressor#,  xvliich  they  shall  receive  of  the  Almighty 
— his  offspring  skull  not  be  satisfied  with  bread." 
Akin  to  tliis  species  of  speculation,  is  the  with- 
holding  of  necessary  articles  from  the  market,  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  demand  and  tin- 
price;  in  reference  to  which,  Solomon  says,  “He 
that  wiililioldelli  corn,  the  people  shall 
curse  him  ;  lint  blrssing  shall  lie  upon  the  head  of 
him  thnt  selUth  it.”  Prov.  11:  26. 

As  to  LITIGATION,  or  suits  at  law,  it  is 
to  l>a  denied  that  there  arc  cases  which  can 
better  fettled  in  courts  than  any  where  else.  But 
a*  a  rule  of  prudence,  we  may  say  will.  Mr.  Bax¬ 
ter:  “Meddle  not  xvitli  law-sniia,  till  you  h 
offered  an  equal  arbitration  of  indifferent  men 
use  :  all  possible  means  of  love  1o  prevent  tli 
Lawsuits  are  not  the  first,  but  the  lust  remedy.” 
Oil  this  point,  however,  i;  affords  me  great  plea¬ 
sure  to  say,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Concord  have 
vory  little  need  of  caution.  It  has  been  the  |ioli- 
cy  of  our  leading  men  and  practising  lawyers, 
ever  since  the  first  settlement  in  the  tnxvn,  to  dis¬ 
countenance  litigation.  The  fart  is  stated,  an. I  I 
believe  is  true,  that  there  lias  never  been  a  law¬ 
suit  between  auy  txvo  farmers  of  the  whole  West 
parish;  and  hut  one  or  two  estates  have  becu  run 
out,  or  considerable  embarrassed,  in  any  part  ot 
the  toxvn,  in  consequence  of  litigation. 

Long  may  this  spirit  of  concord  continue! 

Could  we  noxv  suin  up  and  present  in  one 
all  the  grievous  embarrassments  that  have 
felt  in  this  toxvn  within  ten  years;  all  the  failures 
that  have  taken  place,  and*  all  the  instances  in 
which  Inutscs  agii  farms  have  ehatiged  oxvners,  on 
account  of  debts,  suretyship  and  sgieculation,  it 
would,  I  think,  he  au  effectual  check  at  ' 
all  imprudence  in  these  matters  for  ten  years  to 
•mine.  We  should  not  dare  to  put  our  temporal 
interests  at  hazard  upon  uncertainties  and  contin¬ 
gencies.

The  Hon.  James  G.  Birney  (Kissed  through  this 

x  last  week,  on  his  way  to  Boston.  It  lreing 

del-stood  that  he  would  sjiend  a  day  or  nvo  in 
town,  a  minilier  of  gentlemen  requested  him  to 
deliver  an  address  to  the  citizens  of  Hanford  on 
the  abolition  of  slavery.  The  meeting  was  iip- 
|H>inted  to  be  lu-ld  on  Friday  evening,  the  *27ih 
inst.,  in  Union  Hell.  Mr.  1*.  Canfield,  president 
of  the  Hartford  Anti-slavery  society,  look  the 
chair;  prayer  by  the  Ilev.  Dr.  Hawes. 

Mr.  Birney  commenced  his  addres?,  blit  before 
he  had  completed  his  first  sentence,  lie  was  inter¬ 
rupted  by  a  Col.  John  Russ,  M.  D.,  who  asked  the 
liberty  of  offering  a  series  of  resolutions,  which 
he  held  in  his  hand.  This  the  chairman  very 
propel  ly  refused,  as  the  meeting  hail  been  called 
for  die  exclusive  purpose  of  hearing  Mr.  Birney, 
(and  the  character  of  Russ  is  such  as  afforded  a 
prior  evidence  of  bail  intentions.)  Many  voices, 
however,  were  heard  calling  for  the  resolutions, 
and  it  at  once  became  evident,  thnt  a  com: 
plan  was  on  foot  to  break  up  the  meeting.  After 
urder  xvas  again  partly  restored,  Mr.  Birney  re¬ 
commenced  his  remarks,  hut  xx  as  soon  compelled 
to  stop,  by  the  tumultuous  noise  of  the  mob,  who 
had  congregated  themselves  in  otie  corner  of  llie 
hall,  where,  iiy  breaking  glass  which  they  Imd 
carried  in  for  the  purpose ;  by  stamping  xvitli 
their  lest ;  by  hissing,  shunting,  and  even  yelling, 
they  succeeded  at  intervals  in  drowning  the  poxv- 
fHnJ  voice  of  this  noble  son  of  the  South,  and  ad¬ 
vocate  of  liberty.  Whenever  there  occurred  a 
little  cessation  in  their  noise  and  violence,  lie 
would  resume  his  discourse,  und  continue  it  as 
long  as  lie  could  he  heard. 

One  circumstance  took  place,  which  shows  in 
lmitiiliiiling  contrast  ilia  pro-slavery  spirit  of  the 
North,  and  the  spirit  ot  tho  better  class  of  slave¬ 
holders.  A  large  slave  holder  of  Savannah,  Geo., 
James  S.  Bullock,  Esq.,  xvas  present,  and  addres¬ 
sed  (lie  rioters,  requesting  them  to  he  quiet,  as  he 
himself  wished  to  hear  what  the  honorable  gen¬ 
tleman  had  to  say. 

Among  the  rioters  xve  noticed  also  Major  S.  T. 
Grain  a  dealer  in  ardent  spirits,  a  director  of 
of  the  city  hanks,  and  uide-cump  ef  Gove. 
Edwards.  The  other  most  distinguished  rioters 
xvill  ho  mentioned  in  connection  xvitli  the  scene 
xvliich  followed. 

At  9  o’clock  Mr.  Birney  closed,  having  been 
obliged  by  thu  course  ot  the  tnoh,  to  nhaiufoi  his 
design  of  exhibiting  the  lolly  and  wickedness 
gradualism,  and  to  direct  his  remarks  almost 
clusiveiv  to  the  right  of  free  discussion.  As  si 
as  the  eliuimiaa  had  closed  the  meeting,  a  re 
lutiori  xvas  oik  red  by  Gan.  James  T.  l’rntt,  in 
mg  nil  hilt  abolitionists  to  remain,  for  thu  purpose 
of  organizing  another  meeting,  lo  pass  resolutions, 
&c.  Sec. ;  which  was  carried  by  acclamation.

Tp.eascrt. — Several  causes  have  contributed 
to  diminish  llie  receipts  of  this  society  during  the 
past  year.  Among  these  the  large  balance  of 
nearly  $15,CC0  in  llie  treasury  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year,  has -exerted  its  influence.  This 
fact  having  Ivcn  published  ill  our  annual  report, 
the  impression  became  general,  .throughout 'the 
country,  that  the  current  demands  upon  this  so¬ 
ciety  were  already  provided  for,  and  the  necessity 
of  increased  contributions  to  its  funds,  appeared 
to  la?  less  urgent  than  in  former  years.  In  the 
meoti  lime,  the  existing  embarrassments  and  ne¬ 
cessities  of  the  Education  Society,  and  the  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  Board,  were  urged  U|io:i  the  pub¬ 
lic  with  special  earnestness.  The  result  has  been 
that  a  larger  proportion  than  usual  of  the  contri¬ 
butions  of  the  benevolent  lias  floxved  into  those 
departmcuts'of  the  general  cause  whoso  necessi¬ 
ties  xvere  the  most  urgent,  while  that  xvhicli  xvas 
better  supplied  has  been  comparatively  neglected. 

Of  the  propriety  and  duty  of  this  discrimination 
xve  do  not  doubt.  Several  of  the  members  of  our 
own  committee  have  acted  in  accordance  with  it. 
lu  ordinary  times  this  would  probably  not  have 
resulted  in  any  embamsement  to  the  cHttse  of| 
home  missions.  But  as  the  tide  of  uffairs  has 
turned  in  the  commercial  world,  the  pecuniary 
pressure  upon  the  country  liecamu  alarming,  br- 
lore  the  actual  xvnnts  of  our  own  sooiely  urged 
upon  the  committee  tho  necessity  of  extraordina¬ 
ry  measures  to  supply  them.  And  when  this  ne¬ 
cessity  became  apparent,  it  was  too  late  to  realize 
any  . nediately  Ihvoralile  returns  from  that  por¬ 

tion  ol  the  public,  on  whom  alone  xve  have  been 
accustomed  to  rely  in  such  emergencies.  Thu 
pecuniary  Hinharrassincnts,  and  the  protestation 
of  mercantile  credit,  Imd  already  begun,  which 
have  since  been  thickening  around  us,  until  they 
have  resulted  in  Iho  unparalleled  desolation  r  ' 
alarm  which  noxv  exists.  The  committee  hi 
accordingly  beeii'tindcr  the  necessity  ol  allowing 
the  rapid  expenditure  of  their  funds  in  hand  to 
meet  tho  current  demands  upon  the  treasury, 
without  any  immediate  prospects  of  its  being  re¬ 
plenished. 

Thu  balance  in  tha  treasury,  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year,  as  uppenrs  from  the  treasurer’ 
report,  wns  $14,930  15,  while  the  receipts,  sine 
i fee  Inst  anniversary,  have  heen  85,701  59,  which 
is  about  $1000  more  than  the  receipts  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  exclusive  of  a  large  legacy  received 
from  the  estate  of  the  lute  Joseph  Burr,  and 
makes  a  total  of  $100,631  74.  This  sum  has  all 
boon  expanded,  excepting  $1102  02,  now.  in  the 
treasury,  and  this  balance  is  all. due  at  tho  present 
the  drafts  and  bills  which  must  ho 
canceled  within  the  coining  ten  days. 

In  this  state  of  our  finances,  there  would  lie 
nothing  alarming  iri  ordinary  limes  of  commer¬ 
cial  prosperity.  It  lias  not  tinfreqiiently  occitred, 
the  progress  of  this  society’s  operations,  that 
r  treasury  lias  been  overdrawn  front  five  to  ten 
thohsaml  dollars,  nud  at  one  time  the  balance 
against  us  had  reached  the  sum  of  $14,000.  But 
individuals  of  the  committee  ditl  not  hesitate 
imlertliemsclves  personally  liable  fortlienmoiinls  j 
L-ccssary  to  supply  the  deficiencies,  and  the 
drafts  of  the  missionaries  have  never  failed  to  he 
promptly  paid.  Our  condition,  hoxvaver, 
ly  different  at  the  present  crisis.  Every  day 
brings  its  intelligence  of  the  failure  of  itidividu- 
on  whose  subscriptions,  (remaining  unpaid,) 
had  relied  for  temporary  relief)  until  eflie;-',“ 
measures  could  be  perfected  for  opening 
sources  of  income,  ami  the  difficulty  oT  obtaining 
temporary  loans  on  individual  responsibility,  has 
rendered  it  impossible  for  the  committee  to  avail 
themselves  of  those  facilities  which  they  hat 
readily  secured  to  tho  society  on  all  former  o 
casions  of  necessity. 

In  these  circumstances  of  embarrassment,  the 
committee  apprehend,  though  with  great  reluc¬ 
tance,  that  they  may  lie  under  the  painful  neces¬ 
sity  of  soon  addressing  a  circular  to  all  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  of  the  society,  requesting  them  to  with¬ 
hold  their  drafts  on  the  treasury,  or  to  draw  for 
only  a  portion  of  the  amounts  due  them,  until 
shall  have  had  time  to  make  our  appeal  to 
ils  of  the  cause  and  to  the  public  tit  large 
the  )io|ie  of  soon  securing  the  means  of  resuming 
llie  payment  of  their  much  needed  dues. 

The  committee  are  aware  that  nothing  hut 
considerations  of  the  most  urgent  necessity  could 
justify-snch  a  measure.  But  this  necessity  may 
exist,  and  xve  throw  out  the  painful  suggestion, 
that  by  the  prompt  ami  efficient  aid  of  our  friends, 
the  apprehended  crisis  may, if  possible, lie  avoided.

All  our  exceptions  to  the  mode  in  xvliich  it  has 
been  conducted,  and  the  excess  to  xvhicli  it  may 
have  been  carried  in  seme  quarters,”  fee.  “  Prac¬ 
tically,  we  xvould  hum  out  and  reprobate  the 
drunkard  everywhere;  and  in  particular,  as  au 
occasional  skulker,  what  we  Imve  found  him,, 
from  the  alis  se  ot  ardent  spirits  into  that  of  xviue, 
and  oilier  intoxicating  beverages.  But  at  present 
to  speak  fully  out,  WE  would  not  extend  the  old 
temperance  jdedgs.  Wc  differ  xvith  those  xvlio 
think  this  increase  of  zeal  serves  the  general 
cause.” 

On  inoral  reform,  he  says : — 

“  We  are  moral  reformists  xvith  old-fiishioiied 
notions  ot  female  delicacy.

REPORT. 

I*,  reviewing  our  course  as  a  society  since 
annua!  meeting,  Oct  14, 1836, xve  feel  that  xve  have 
abundant  cause  for  gratitude  to  our  heavenly  Fa¬ 
ther.  for  the  providential  love  and  care,  with 
xvliich  lie  has  marked  out  our  path.  '•Previous 
ibai  time,  wa  had  as  a  society  felt  ourselves  only 
as  a  little  skiff,  just  above  water  in  constant  dan¬ 
ger  of  sinking.  Near  that  period,  our  hopes  xvere 
revived  and  our  efforts  greatly  encouraged  by 
the  formation  of  the  Boston  Men’s  Moral  Reform 
Society  which  sveiued  to  afford  us  a  ray  of  light ; 
mid  xve  had  hoped  that  it  would  prove  a  beacon 
to  guide  our  floating  barque.  We  had  already 
contracted  for  nil  agency  for  the  Advocate  of  I 
Moral  Reform,  and  the  Journal  of  Public  Morals, 
anticipating  some  aid  from  the  Men’s  Society  to 
carry  forxvatd  a  system  of  operations  in  Boston, 
xve  established  an  office  at-No.  44  Milk  st.  The 
circumstances  xvere  as  follows. 

At  a  hoard  meeting  of  the  society  in  Sept.  1836, 
when  the  Executive  Committee  hail  been  halting 
between  hope  ami  fear,  the  question  came  up, — 
What  measures  are  best  calculated  to  promote  the 
object  of  this  society  at  the  present  time? 


The  labors  of  the  previous  year  had  consisted 
entirely  in  preparation ;  ami  xve  ifci-n  felt  that  a 
system  of  efficient  operations  must  be  commenced, 
or  the  hoard  becoming  discouraged,  would  he 
disbanded. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  xve  resolved 
contract  lor  the  office,  hmiI  engage  immediately  a 
atiitahle  person  to  lake  charge  of  it.

Mr.  Editor, — You  will  find  in  this  murBingV 
imperil  a  full  account  of  tha  shameful  riot  wbn 
continued  to  rage  from  two  lo  three  ho:  , 
ilay  (SUNDAY)  afternoon.  A  fexv  things  in reb- 
lion  to  it  are  xvortby  of  special  notice. 

Among  the  vast  crowd  assembled  in  Broad  St-. 
Purchase  St.,  Fort  Hill,  and  the  smaller  sire 
connecting  these,  amounting  certainly  to  10,001 
probably  to  20,000  persons,  the  principal  siibjef 
remark  xx-as  the  vicious  and  turbulent  charset**’ 
of  the  Irish  people.  Reproaches  ami  curses  xvsr* 
plentifully  bestowed  upon  them,  and  the  £ 
xvish  seetnod  to  he  quite  as  much  that  they  shock! 
Ire  sufficiently  punished  is  that  order  should  b* 
restored.  That  they  were  sufficiently  Pu,u^,e“ 
seems  to  be  beyond  a  doubt,  since  they  wcrt 
thoroughly  beaten  and  dispersed  by  the  eng'0* 
men,  their  houses  broken  into,  their  furniuit* 
destroyed,  and  some  twenty  or  thirty  of  'he* 
carried  off  to  jail.

Nothing  Gained  by  Traveling  on 
the  Sabbath. 

I  started  from  New  Kngland  in  Novem¬ 
ber  lust,  with  my  family  for  Cincinnati. 
At  Philadelphia,  1  engaged  a  passage  on 
one  of  the  railroad  and  boat  lines  for  Pitts¬ 
burgh.  I  apprised  the  agent  of  my  deter¬ 
mination  not  to  travel  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
tie  readily  assented  that  I  should  have  the 
first  claim  to  a  passage  by  boat  or  stage 
on  the  following  Monday. 

We  arrived  at  Columbia  on  Saturday 
evening. — The  weather  was  growing  cold  ; 
hut  the  canal  was  yet  free  from  ice.  The 
boats  were  ready  to  proceed  with  passen¬ 
gers  for  Pittsburgh,  and  would  probably 
go  thtough  without  difficulty;  though  i't 
was  not  expected  any  other  attempt  would 
be  made  on  the  canal  for  the  season.  We 
were  now  in  a  very  unpleasant  dilemt 
«e  must  either  go  on  in  a  boat  which  t 
running  on  the  Sabbath,  or  wait  till  Mon¬ 
day  evening  and  take  the  stage,  which 
would  hurry  us  over  the  mountains  to  Pitts¬ 
burg,  (between  2  and  300  miles,)  without 
stopping  to  repose  at  all  during  the  jour- 
ncy.  As  my  two  children  were  unused  t. 
fatigue,  and  my  wife  in  delicate  health, 
our  situation  seemed  really  to  demand  the 
easy  movement  of  the  canal  boat,  and  th 
privilege  of  regular  undisturbed  repose. 

The  question  of  duty  here  came  up,  was 
it  my  duty  to  go  on  under  these  circum¬ 
stances?  or  must  I  keep  the  Sabbath,  and 
suffer  my  dear  wife  and  little  girls  to  be 
exposed  to  the  unwonted  fatigue  and  chill 
night  air  of  the  mountains?  I  cared  little 
for  the  prospect  of  watching  three  ax  four 
days  and  nights  myself,  if  I  could  thus 
keep  my  loved  ones,  in  their  drowsiness, 
from  being  thrown  with  violence  about  the 
stage,  while  furiously  rushing  down  the  j 
mountains. 

My  fears  and  anxieties  were  fully  awnke.  I 

nnT  H  Wi,h  Wlfe’  a"d  the  conclu¬ 
sion  was,  that  “  temporary  personal 
mence  formed  no  excuse  for  disobeying 
the  express  commands  of  God  ”  The  obli 
gation  to  “  Remember  the  Sabbath  dav 
keep  it  holy,”  we  deemed  as  strictly  bind¬ 
ing  upon  us  by  the  way,  as  beneath  our 
own  quiet  roof,  and  what  Christian  would 
leave  his  own  fire  side  Saturday  night  and 
travel  on  Sunday,  to  facilitate  the  business 
of  the  week ! 

W  e  spent  the  Sabbath  in  Columbia.  A 
gentleman  from  Boston  learning  onr  de- 


■  better  for  yon  to  inquire  where  it  would  go 
if  it  were  now  to  leave  the  Ifody  ?’  ‘  O, 

papa,’  >aid  he,  with  tin  inexpressible  look, 
1  it  would  go  to  heaven,  that  is  sure,  that  is 
settled.’ — ‘  Alas  !  my  dear  hoy,  1  wish  it 
may  he  so  settled,’  I  rejoined  ;  ‘  that  would 
he  of  much  greater  importance  than  to 
know  where  it  was  before  it  entered  the  bo¬ 
dy.

of  other  countries. 

Parties  in  the  United  States  differ  as  to 
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Gigantic  Antediluvian  Remains. —  J 
Amongst  other  fossil  remains  lately  discov¬ 
ered  by  Klippstein,  a  German  savant,  in 
■'ie  neighborhood  of  Alzei,  (a  small  town 
i  Rlienish  Hesse)  were  found,  twenty- 
ight  feet  beneath  the  surface,  in  a  most 
perfect  state  of  preservation,,  the  head  of 
Danitherium  Giganteum,  probably  the  most 
colossal  of  the  antediluvian  animals,  whose 
existence  was  first  indicated,  and  nearly 
specifically  determined  by  Dr.  Coup,  the 
learned  zoologist.  The  head  measures 
feet  in  length,  by  three  and  a  half 
breadth,  and  its  weight  is  nearly  five  quin¬ 
tals.  Near  the  head  was  found  a  humeral 
bone  six  feet  long,  weighing  two  quintals, 
appertaining,  apparently,  to  the  same  ani¬ 
mal.  No  remains  of  this  kind  have  ever 
been  found  before. — Gent's  Mag.

In 
the  ardent  pursuit  of  wealth,  they  have 
made  too  free  with  what  was  not  their  own. 

They  have  hazarded  other  people’s  pro¬ 
perty,  intending  to  reap  Um  profit,  if  there 
was  any,  and  willing  to  let  the  loss  fall  on 
others,  if  Joss  was  the  result. 

The  United  States  have  always  been  tra¬ 
ding  on  borrowed  capital  ;  hut  of  late  years 
it  has  been  carried  to  an  excess  beyond  all 
former  examples.  The  importations  of 
1836  are  cs.imatedat  n  hundred  nnd  eighty 
millions  of  dollars,  most  of  which  was  ad¬ 
vanced  on  a  year’s  credit.  Immense  sums 
of  borrowed  money,  of  other  countries, 
were  invested  in  their  stocks,  in  railroads, 
canals,  and  lands.  Their  payments  were 
made  by  the  exportation  of  their  own  pro¬ 
duce,  which  Irns  long  fallen  short  of  the 
amount  of  their  imports,  and  in  1830  alone 
was  estimated  at  sixty  millions  of  dollars 
short.  Like  many  vicious  individuals,  they 
were  running  riot  on  the  property  of  oth¬ 
ers,  and  now  that  their  payments  nnd  cre¬ 
dits  have  failed,  their  apparent  prosperity 
is  vanished. 

Their  misfortunes  will  be  deeply  felt  by 
those  to  whom  they  are  iudebted  ;  England 
particularly.  The  bee-hive  of  industry, 
vltere  every  thing  depends  on  punctuality 
n  fulfilling  engagements,  Is  likely  to  he  the 
rentes!  sufferer;  but  every  country  in  the 
commercial  world  will  also  suffer.  Bank- 1 
ruptcies  proportionate  to  those  which  iinve  | 
occurred  iu  the  United  States,  must  follow  ! 
throughout  ull  the  countries  with  which 
they  had  much  connexion,  nnd  with  crowd¬ 
ed  populations  and  much  fewer  means  of] 
recovering  from  a  derangement  of  labor 
and  industry  than  the  United  States,  their 
sufferings  must  be  more

twelve  hours  from  beet  root,  and  which 
does  not  require  any  further  refitting.  Tin 
invention  is  the  more  curious,  as  neither 
ny  acids  or  chemical  agency  is  employed 
u  this  remarkable  operation,  and  the  use 
ofantinnl  blood  is  entirely  dispensed  with. 
It  has  also  the  advantage  of  saving  25  per 
cent,  in  the  consumption  of  fuel.  The 
process  is  applicable  in  all  the  prt- 
manufactories  of  sugar,  with  the  exception 
of  those  upon  the  principle  of  dessication 
of  the  beet  root.  The  inventor  is  Mr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Stolie,  who,  though  not  more  than 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  is  already  highly 
distinguished  for  his  experiments  in  chem¬ 
istry,  and  his  works  in  polite  literature.
